Foreign R epresentatives Visit th e Presi­ 
dent on a Pacific Errand 
W ashington, April 7 — [special]— 
Representatives of the ch itf European 
nations visited the White House this 
afternoon. 
They addressed the chief 
executive, saying the countries they 
represented hoped th a t further nego­ 
tiations would lead to peace.

Two Thousand Delegates 
Discus'* 
tho 
Chances for the Success of the Move­ 
ment for Bimetallism—Speech by Ex- 
Gov. Matthews of Indiana. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
April 7.—Two 
thousand delegates were present at the 
opening session of the second annual 
convention of the bimetallic clubs of 
the Ohio valley here Wednesday. Tho 
organization takes in the bimetallists 
of Illinois, Ohio, Indiana 
and 
Ken­ 
tucky. It was organized in Cincinnati 
just after the presidential election in 
1896. 
Mayor Taggart welcomed the dele­ 
gates to this city in a brief speech, in 
which he declared that it remained for 
the democrats, populists and free silver 
republicans to remove the “yoke 
of 
oppression from the people 
of 
this 
country.” 
R. H. Reemelin of Cincinnati, 
the 
president of the league, in his address 
said the cause of free silver was just 
and right, and at the next presidential 
election would be approved 
by 
the 
people. 
Claude Matthews, ex-governor of In­ 
diana, presided at the afternoon ses- 
aion. He spoke at length in favor of 
tho cause of bimetallism. 
The 
men 
represented by 
the 
convention, 
he 
said, were firm in the faith that 
no 
safe, sound or honest financial system 
could be based on 
the single 
gold 
standard. His reference to the Cuban 
situation, which was brief, was loudly 
applauded. 
He said: 
“To-day we indulge the hope that 
the issue of the present crisis will be 
the freedom and independence of the 
Cuban republic, given to her and se­ 
cured by the republic of the 
United 
States. 
All know the horrors of war 
and would avert them if possible, but 
we must not learn the humiliation of 
unworthy or dishonorable peace. While 
we tremble on the brink of war, al­ 
ready the cold, selfish, grasping spirit 
of greed that was abroad from 1861 to 
1865 is with us again, seeking to en­ 
rich itself through the necessities of 
the country and demanding the issu­ 
ing of gold bonds to provide means for 
war. A people wise and alert through 
Ute experience of the past will pledge 
their sacred honor and their lives, but 
will spurn the proffered aid that must 
oome through the gold bond.” 
George Fred Williams of Massachu­ 
setts and John G. Shanklin of Indiana, 
member of the 
democratic 
national 
committee, were the speakers at the 
night session. The silver cause, Mr. 
Williams declared, had gained steadily 
since the election 
in 
1896. 
Silver 
would be the issue in 1900.

Gen­ 
eral Lee expects to have all Americans 
removed to places of safety by that 
time. It is said the delay was for no 
other reason, and that while stories I 
come from Madrid saying that Spain 
will make any sacrifice to avert war 
the administration is not hopeful of a 
peaceful settlement.

countries are opposed to war, the peo- 1 
pie of both are pushing on irresistibly 
to that end.

President McKinley said 
to 
a 
friend concerning the dispatches from 
Consul General Lee asking for time un- j 
til Monday in which to get the Amer­ 
icans out of Cuba: “Could I ever for­ 
give myself if any act of mine should 
cost the life of a single American citi- 
*eu or the life of any American cit!— 
■en had been jeopardized by any act 
•f mine?" 
The president said he did not mean 
to infer that the Americans in Havana 
would be injured by the authorities, 
but the fear was that if the United 
States had taken definite action the ir­ 
responsible people of Cuba could not 
have been restrained. 
The president further said that he 
bad acted solely on the dispatches re­ 
ceived from Consul General Lee in not 
•ending in his message. 
The most careful investigation in of­ 
ficial circles failed to develor anything 
in support of the theory that the de­ 
le? of the president’s message was 
due to the situation at Madrid rather 
than that at Havana. When the an­ 
nouncement was first made that tho 
message had been withheld the infer­ 
ence was drawn in some congressional 
circles that the delay was partially in­ 
fluenced by the attitude of the queen j 
regent, who was reported willing to 
yield everything demanded by the 
United States provided it could 
be 
done without precipitating a popular 
disturbance in Spain. Press dispatches 
of a pending cabinet crisis in Madrid 
tended to confirm this. 
! 
Those closest to the president re­ 
fused to discuss the Madrid situation 
further than to say that there was no 
information from that quarter and 
that no fresh negotiations had been 
opened. 
It was reiterated that the 
crux of the situation was in Havana. 
This was confirmed by members of the 
foreign relations committees, to whom 
this explanation had been made in such 
form that they professed themselves 
satisfied to accept it. 
Accompanying the actual develop­ 
ments of the day came a flood of re­ 
port and rumor of a sensational char­ 
acter, little of it, however, having any 
authentic basis. 
The rumors of dis­ 
turbance at Havana were not borne 
out by any official advices here. 
The uncertainty following a great 
disappointment was the condition ex­ 
isting at the capitol at the close of 
the day when the expected did not hap­ 
pen.

So Far None H as B een Recoveree —Th* 
E xtrem e Number o f Dead and Missing 
Now 
K now n 
to

Forty — O thei 
Towns Threatened. 


Shawneetown, 111. (by steam er, via 
Mount Vernon, Ind.), April 7.—No ad­ 
ditions have been made to the list of 
dead and missing, and all people hero 
agree th at the num ber will not exceed 
thirty. 
All but forty of the 
tow n’s 
population have been accounted for, 
and as no bodies have been recovered 
it may he th a t fewer lives are lost 
th an even the conservative ones esti­ 
m ate. 
A police force of tw enty has been or­ 
ganized to protect the town from van­ 
dals. The guard patrols the north and 
south levees, while a num ber of men 
are stationed at the base of the hill 
back of the city. 
Perfect 
order 
is 
m aintained, and as the w ater is now 
falling it is believed th at the danger is 
over, w ith a prospect of entire relief 
from the flood w ithin ten days. 
F. E. M inter, acting coroner, and W. 
P. W alters, health commissioner, have 
a dozen rowboats patrolling the streets! 
In search of the dead. After dragging 
the w ater for six hours yesterday they 
failed to find a single corpse. 
H undreds of horses, mules, cows and 
other anim als perished, and the 
car­ 
casses are floating along Main and in­ 
tersecting streets. 
An effort will bo 
m ade to get them out before they en­ 
danger public health. 
Two carloads of provisions have a r­ 
rived here from Cairo and 
Eliabeth- 
town. 111., and New Madrid, Mo. 
Michael Carney, mayor of Shawnee­ 
town, had this to say: 
“Now that th<J 
weather is better we are in no furthei 
danger. Guards have been established, 
and there will be no difficulty in main­ 
taining order. 
The number of dead 
will not exceed forty, as we are now 
able to account for all but that num­ 
ber of our people. 
I think that we 
shall be out of the water in a week oi 
ten days. The automatic sewer at the 
south levee is carrying out the back­ 
water very rapidly and tomorrow oui 
pumping station will be working.’* 
Charles Carrol, chairman of the re­ 
lief committees, said: “The loss of life 
cannot exceed forty, and it may not be 
more than half that number. We have 
eounted the missing as dead, but, as 
a large number of the people sought 
refuge in the hills back of the town, it 
Is likely that many of those reported 
as dead will be heard from soon. We 
do not need any more laborers, as our 
people have nothing to do and are well 
organized for work. 
Of course food 
and money are needed, but we can at­ 
tend to the distribution of all supplies. 
The immediate danger is past, but con­ 
tributions to help us rebuild and re­ 
pair the damage caused by water will 
bo thankfully received.’’ 
At Uniontown, Ky., several houses 
w ent off their foundations, but no lives 
are lost.
